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Operation and Care of Fageol Tractors 

Inspection 

Upon receipt of the Tractor, and before attempting to start 
the motor, examine the fuel tank, crank case and radiator to 
see that they are sufficiently supplied with fuel, lubricating oil 
and water. Also familiarize yourself with, and learn the use 
and operation of the various control levers and pedals. 

Starting Motor 

Before attempting to start motor, see that the throttle lever 
on the left hand wheel guard is properly set. Usually the 
throttle lever should be about one inch forward of the closing 
point, which is at the rear of the segment. Throw the gear 
shift lever in neutral position; that is, with the top bar, or 
handle of the lever held cross-wise by the clutch latches. Push 
in starting switch on dash. See that the fuel supply is not shut 
off underneath the tank and make certain that the carburetor 
is full of gasoline. This may be done by pushing the little 
wire on the carburetor through the small hole on the float 
chamber cover until gasoline leaks out around the edge of the 
cover. If you are using distillate or kerosene as fuel, it will 
be necessary to prime the carburetor with gasoline through 
the priming cup (see Plate No. 3 at 1) located on the carburetor 
connection. Blow out the dirt in this priming cup before 
filling. Turn motor over until it starts, then allow it to run for 
at least two minutes to warm up before attempting to start the 
Tractor. 

Aid in Starting 

In especially cold weather the motor may be made to start 
easier by priming it. To do this open priming cocks on top of 
cylinders and pour about a tablespoon of gasoline into each 
cylinder; then close the cocks and crank motor as before. The 
object in doing this is to be sure that gasoline has reached the 
cylinders. 

Starting Tractor After Motor Is Running 

To start the tractor moving with motor running, take the 
operator’s seat. Place both hands on gear shift lever bar. 
Press both clutch pedals as far down as they will go, then to 
go into forward gear, push right hand forward and pull with 
left. Do this with a quick motion to avoid rasping gears. Re¬ 
verse the action to go into reverse gear. Allow the clutches 
to come up evenly and Tractor should get away in a straight 
line. 

Steering 

Do not ride with your feet on the clutch pedals. Ordinary 
steering should he done with the steering tiller, but to make 
short turns it is necessary to slightly depress the clutch pedal 
on the side of direction you want to turn.

Care 

A Tractor, the same as any other piece of machinery, re¬ 
quires a certain amount of attention and care. The success 
with which it is operated and the degree of its efficiency de¬ 
pends on the person who operates it, and the manner in which 
it is operated, and the care taken of it. 

Oil 

The first and most important thing to consider is lubrication. 

To replenish oil supply of motor remove breather tube 
cover from oil filler pipe on left side of motor and pour in the 
best grade of medium cylinder oil you can buy, until the oil 
gauge stands at its high position. 

If distillate or kerosene is used for fuel, careful attention 
must be given to the possible dilution of the lubricating oil in 
the motor. When these fuels are used, the wire trigger con¬ 
trolling the butterfly valve in the combination manifold should 
be pulled forward. The lubricating oil should be drained from 
the crank case every thirty hours of operation and replenish¬ 
ed with clean fresh oil.

Even when using gasoline the crank case should be drained 
and refilled every month of operation. 

At least once each season, the lower half of the crank case 
should be removed and thoroughly cleaned with distillate. Ex¬ 
amine the oil pump also the oil pump screen in the bottom of 
the crank case. This may be clogged with dirt. 

The transmission should contain about three gallons of 
heavy oil (Trans. A) Examine this weekly and fill with oil 
through one of the hand holes until oil runs out of the oil level 
plug hole in the right side of the case. 

The rear wheels are lubricated from the reservoir hub caps. 
Distribute one fourth pint of heavy oil (Zeroline Trans. A.) 
equally in these caps once a week. 

Oil magneto as directed in magneto instruction book. 

Study the lubrication chart, page 17 and carry out its in¬ 
structions perfectly, and little trouble will result, as the tract¬ 
or will be properly lubricated at all times. 
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Fuel 

The Combination intake and exhaust manifold (plate No. 3 
at 2) is designed to vaporize kerosene and distillate as well as 
gasoline, and these fuels can be used, although gasoline is 
recommended as being less trouble and more economical 
in the long run. The intake gas passes through a chamber 
which surrounds the combination manifold exhaust passage in 
such a way it comes in contact with walls heated by the ex¬ 
haust gas, the butterfly valve directs the flow of intake gas 
so that the gas can be passed partly around the exhaust pass¬ 
age, or completely around, depending on the amount of heat 
reqired to vaporize the fuel. When gasoline is used the butter¬ 
fly valve handle should be pulled back, so that the gas passes 
only partly around the exhaust passage. When kerosene or 
distillate is used, the handle is pulled forward, allowing the 
gas to travel completely around the exhaust passage. A well 
is provided to collect all unvaporized fuel in the intake gas. 
This fuel is completely vaporized in the well by the heat of the 
walls. 

Cylinders 

When there is a noticeable loss of power by poor compression 
and a sharp knock in the cylinders when the throttle is rapidly 
opened, it is probable that there is a deposit of carbon in the 
cylinders. With all motors such deposits will occur, their fre¬ 
quency depending largely upon the quality and quantity of cyl¬ 
inder oil used. The poor oil will leave a heavy coating on the 
cylinder walls and head, while a good oil will burn clean, leav¬ 
ing very little carbon deposit. Too much oil gives almost the 
same result as poor oil. Watch your oil gauge! 

Removing Carbon 

Take off the hood over the motor, drain the water from the 
water circulating system by removing the drain plug in the 
bottom of the radiator, remove the wires on the top of the cyl¬ 
inder head, disconnect the radiator upper hose from the motor, 
disconnect the radiator tie rod from the motor and prop up the 
radiator so that it will not fall forward, and take off the clarifi¬ 
er spear head. Take off the cylinder head, being careful not to 
damage the cylinder head gasket. Then with a putty knife or 
screwdriver scrape the carbon from the cylinder head and pis¬ 
tons, taking care that the carbon removed does not get down 
into the cylinders or bolt holes, or under the valves. When 
replacing the cylinder head see that it is tightened down prop¬ 
erly by drawing up evenly on the cap screws, giving each a few 
turns at a time. Shellac both sides of the gasket before re¬ 
placing. 

Valves 

Valves may sometimes get dirty, so that they do not seat 
properly, resulting in a loss of power. If there is a loss of com¬ 
pression in any cylinders when turning the motor over slowly 
it is probable that the valves need grinding. 
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To grind valves remove all the items mentioned above, also 
the plate on the side of the motor covering the valve springs. 
To do this, it will be necessary to remove the wires irom tne 
magneto, and the combination manifold, together with the 
muffler and carburetor. 

With a valve lifting tool, raise valve spring and remove sup- 
port from below valve spring seat. The valve can then be lilted 
out from the top. Take out the valve spring and washer. Remove 
and grind one valve at a time so that no mistake can be made 
in replacing. 

Grinding Valves 

For this work use a good prepared grinding compound. Put 
a small amount in a dish and add enough lubricating oil to 
make a thin paste. Place the mixture sparingly on the bevel 
face of valve. Put the valve in position on the seat and rotate 
back and forth about a quarter of a turn a few tunes, with a 
grinding tool or a large brace and screwdriver bit. Then lilt 
slightly upon seat, changing the position, and continue to 
rotate, and keep on repeating this operation until bearing sur¬ 
face is smooth and bright. Do not turn the valve through 
a complete rotation, as this will cause scratches around the en¬ 
tire circumference of the seat and valve. When finished grind¬ 
ing remove valve and wash thoroughly with kerosene and wipe 
out’valve seat. Be extremely careful not to allow any of the 
grinding compound to get into the cylinders. If the valve seat 
is badly worn, it will have to be reseated with a valve seating 
tool, an operation which should be undertaken only by an ex¬ 
pert mechanic. 

In replacing valves put a few drops of oil on the stems, 
springs and cylinder walls. 

When the valve tappets become worn so that there is too 
much play between them, adjustment can be made by screw¬ 
ing the tappet screw upward. Be sure to securely lock the 
screw with the lock nut. Clearance between the valve stems 
and tappets should be .020 inches. 

Water 

Always keep radiator filled to within IV 2 in. of the top with 

clean water. „ ^ x , , , 

Remove drain plug from bottom tank and flush out at least 

once a week to remove sediment and rust that might accumu- 

Cold water should never be poured into a hot empty radiator, 
as it probably would result in cracking a cylinder. 

If motor is" operated during winter months, the water circu¬ 
lation should be carefully watched to avoid a possibility of the 
water freezing. A simple anti-freezing solution, composed of 
one part wood alcohol and two parts of water is a gieat help 
during severe weather. 

If Tractor is stored during winter months, be sure the water 
is drained from the pump and radiator. This may be done by 
taking out plug in bottom of radiator. 
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Water Pump 

Keep pump well packed and water connections tight. To re¬ 
pack, unscrew the packing nut at the rear of the pump, and 
refill inside with an oiled graphite packing. 



Clarifier 

The air cleaner is of simple construc¬ 
tion, and cannot get seriously out of 
order. It should be cleaned daily. Un¬ 
screw the nut on top of the clarifier shell, 
allowing the bottom of the container and 
the rod that holds the cleaning cloth in 
position to come down (see plate No. 4), 
permitting you to shake the cloth free of 
dust without disconnecting it. Replace, 
making sure that all joints are 
air tight, both at bot¬ 
tom of cleaner and air 
pipe connections to 
carburetor.

Ignition 

The magneto as a rule gives little trouble, and the less it is 
disturbed the better it operates. 

For all care and adjusting refer to the magneto instruction 
book. We recommend that when anything goes wrong, the 
magneto be taken to an expert for repairs. 

See that the wire terminals from the magneto to the spark 
plugs are always kept tight. 


Spark Plugs 

Dirty spark plugs will cause missing. To test for such plugs 
lay the metal part of a screwdriver on the wire terminal in 
such a way that its end is Vs in. above the spark plug lower 
nut, but not in contact. If a spark passes from the screwdriver 
to the nut as the motor is turned over, the magneto is deliver¬ 
ing spark at that point. Then take out spark plug and, still 
connected to the wire terminal, lay it on top of the cylinder so 
that points can be seen. When motor is turned over spark 
should jump between these points. If no spark, plug is bad 
and should be cleaned. The cleaning may be accomplished 
with an old toothbrush dipped in gasoline. But in order to do 
the work thoroughly, the plug should be taken apart, by secur¬ 
ing the hexagon shell in a vise and loosening the pack nut 
which holds the porcelain in place. Carbon can then be 
scraped from the porcelain by a small knife. Be careful not 
to scrape so hard as to damage the glaze on the plug, other¬ 
wise it will carbonize quickly. In assembling the plug, care 
should be taken to see that the pack nut is not tightened too 
much so as to crack the porcelain. 
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Transmission 

A knowledge of the construction and operation of the Trans¬ 
mission is important to properly care for it and keep it in ad- 

jUSt The 1 construction of the gear shift and transmission is 
simnle although a written description of it seems complicated. 
Take off the two hand hole covers on the transmission case so 
that the interior can he seen. Then while reading this de¬ 
scription, refer to the Tractor for illustration. 

The drive shaft from 
the motor connects with 
the transmission drive 
shaft through a flexible 
disk coupling, to allow 
for any disalignment 
which may occur. On the 
end of the transmission 
drive shaft (A) (Plate 
No. 5), inside the case, is 
a small bevel pinion gear 
(B) which meshes with 
two bevel gears (C). 

These bevel gears rotate 
in opposite directions Plate No 5 splinetl Shaft 
freely on their shaft (D). 

A dog clutch (E) slides on splines on this shaft and engages 
in female gears on the inside of the bevel gears (C). This 
dog gear, or clutch, can assume three positions, i. e., in mesh 
with the bevel gear on the left, in mesh with the bevel geai 
on the right, or rest intermediate between the two gears, not 
in mesh with either. Shifting this dog gear is accomplished 
by the gear shift lever which extends up through the trans¬ 
mission case. A sharp twist to the right causes the dog gear 
to engage the bevel gear which moves the Tractor forward, 
a twist to the left engages the bevel gear moving the Tractor 
backward. Between these two points is neutral, where neith¬ 
er bevel gear is engaged by the dog clutch. This neutral 
position is indicated by the gear shift handle being diiectlv 
at right angles with the Tractor, and caught in the clutch 

latch notches. , , , 

A pinion gear keyed to the shaft (D) at the left meshes 
with the intermediate gear on an intermediate shaft be¬ 
tween the final drive shaft and on the bevel gear shaft. On the 
intermediate shaft is also keyed another pinion geai mesh¬ 
ing with the master gear on the final drive shaft or axle. 

Refer to plate No. 5. Proper adjustment of the bevel 
pinion and bevel gears is important. The moving of the 
pinion (B) is accomplished by putting in or taking out of 
paper gaskets between the bearing cap (F) and the beaiing 
cage (G) on the drive shaft at the front end of the case, 
until this bevel pinion gear is flush with the outside dia¬ 
meter of the bevel gears (C). 
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The bevel gear shaft (D) must be so adjusted that the 
splined portion is exactly centered on the bevel pinion gear 
so that the bevel gears engage equally. This is done by 
screwing in or out on the bearing caps (H) at either end 
of the bevel gear shaft and judging of the engagement by 
sighting through the hand hole at the top of the case. There 
should be about 1-32 in. play allowed the bevel gears. Ob¬ 
serve that it is necessary when screwing in on one side to 
screw out on the other to allow the shaft to move. When 
the proper adjustment is made, be sure that both bearing 
caps are tight and locked in place. 

Master Gear, Live Axle and Bearing Assembly 

This assembly of the Fageol Tractor should need no ad¬ 
justment for several seasons of use, and then only to take 
up the small amount of wear in Timken Roller Bearings, on 

which the live axle is 
mounted. This is done by 
reaching through the 
hand hole m the top of 
the transmission case and 
unlocking the lock spring- 
on the adjusting nut and 
screwing same up against 
the bearing tightly, and 
then turning back an inch 
or two, until the axle re¬ 
volves freely. This oper¬ 
ation will automatically 
take up the wear on the 
bearing on the opposite 
side of the gear, or in the 

jc ict ic n Ui o 

Master Gear shallow half of the trans¬ 

mission case. Should it at any time be necessary to disassemble 
the Transmission for adjustment, upon reassembling, care must 
be taken that these bearings are properly adjusted. First, the 
cup must be fitted tightly into the bearing cage, then the ad¬ 
justing nut must be put on the axle shaft, after which the 
bearing is fitted on. The entire assembly is then lifted into 
the Transmission case, and the bearings seated firmly, in the 
cup of the deep half of the case, and the adjusting nut screw¬ 
ed down until the master gear meshes flush with the teeth of 
the master pinion. The bearing on the opposite side of the 
shaft must now be set so that when the shallow half of the 
Transmission case, or the cover, is bolted on, with the cone in 
the bearing cage, it fits tightly against the bearing, and any 
adjustment that is necessary to make this fit properly must 
be made through the hand hole by screwing up, or letting out 
on the adjusting nut of the bearing directly under the hand 
hole. Just enough play should be left between the adjusting- 
nut and the bearing to allow the shaft to rotate freely within 
the bearing. 
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Clutches 

With the clutches in, properly adjusted, there are three or 
four inches of free play in the clutch pedals when the clutches 
are engaged and yet enough action in the pedals to completely 
disengage each clutch by depressing the pedal. If a clutch 
does not release, decrease the diameter of the clutch band by 
loosening the lock nuts (see plate No. 7) on the four adjusting 
nuts and screw in on the adjusting nuts until the clutches re¬ 
lease when the pedal is depressed, after which be sure to tight¬ 
en up the lock nuts. Should the clutches not engage properly 
reverse the process and let out the adjusting nuts. 

When the lining of a clutch is worn so that the clutch no 
longer engages properly, remove the wheel cleaner, take off 
the hub caps, remove the dowel pin on the axle and slip off the 
drive wheel. This exposes the clutch so that the rivets holding 

the brake lining can be 
sheared off with a chisel. 
Remove worn lining and 
substitute new lining and 
rivets. Be sure that the 
heads of the rivets on the 
lining side of the band do 
not stick up sufficiently to 
touch the drum of the 
drive wheel. Care must 
be taken at all times to 
prevent oil getting on the 
clutch lining; otherwise 
it will slip in engage¬ 
ment.

Motor Bearings 

When a motor knock develops, one or more bearing are 
loose. Immediate attention should be given this matter to 
prevent it from becoming worse. Remove the crank case un¬ 
der the motor. This exposes the main bearings and connecting 
rod bearings, and adjustments can be made without taking 
the motor out of the tractor. 

To adjust a main bearing, remove the bearing cap and take 
out an equal number of shims (be sure they are the same 
thickness) from both sides until bearing fits snug. Replace 
and try the fit. Continue until a proper fit is obtained. 

Piston rod bearings are treated in the same way. 

Piston pins are not babbited, but a bronze bushing is used 
instead. In case of a loose piston pin bearing, replacement of 
bushing and pin is necessary. 

Plowing 

With average soil conditions, the Tractor will give best re¬ 
sults with a two 14 in. bottom plow or a three 10 in. bottom 
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plow. Both should be self-lifting. With a self-lifting plow, 
the operator can manage both Tractor and plow from the 
Tractor seat. The clevis of the plow should be attached to the 
end link of the Tractor draw bar with a stiff hitch, avoiding 



flexible couplings. Figure 1 shows the proper arrangement 
of the adjusting bars of the hitch for field work. The" right- 
hand wheels should ordinarily travel in the furrow in field 
plowing unless the soil is unusually soft. Figure 2 shows the 
proper adjustment for plowing toward trees or vines. Figure 
2 shows the proper hitch for plowing close up and away from 
trees, etc.

The draw bar and roller allow turns to be made very easily. 
The proper amount of side draft on the Tractor is made auto¬ 
matically by the roller without reducing the ease of steering.

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Figure 4 shows how to hitch plows or other implements so 
as to allow them to ride evenly without either tending to 
dig in or pull out. Keep the hitch on the implement as low 
as possible. 



Lay out your field before you commence to plow, to deter¬ 
mine the best method, avoiding as much as possible traveling 
with the plows out of the ground. 


Belt Work 

As special equipment, a pulley is fitted to the side frame of 
the tractor and driven from a sprocket on the drive shaft di¬ 
rectly back of the flywheel. Twelve horsepower is available 
at the pulley to operate any stationary machinery. The pul¬ 
ley, which is 8 inch in diameter, runs at 1,200 revolutions per 
minute. This equipment is not standard, and an additional 
charge is made for it. 


Conclusion 

The careful and conscientious operator of a Tractor, who 
handles it as cautiously as he would any other fine piece of 
machinery, will be able to operate it with great success, and 
little difficulty.

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MOTOR TROUBLES 


When Motor Fails to Start 

1. Out of distillate or gasoline. 

2. Disconnected switch or wires. 

3. Out of oil, which is indicated by the motor knocking and 
then refusing to run. . 

4. When motor will not turn over it is a good indication that 
either the water in the pump has frozen, or the pistons 
have seized through lack of oil. 

When Motor Misses Fire 

1. Imperfect or foul spark plugs. 

2. Broken or disconnected wires. 

3. Dirt in carburetor, or clogged gas line. 

4. Carburetor improperly adjusted. 

5. Loss of compression in any cylinder. This may be caused 
by the valves sticking or dirt becoming lodged under them. 

6. Magneto points out of adjustment. Dirty distributor. 

7. Loose distributor block. 

Loss of Power 

When the motor will run, but lack of power is in evidence 
under heavy pulls, look for the following causes: 

1. Loss of compression. 

2. Carburetor flooding, causing too rich a mixture. 

3. Valves not seating properly, and not holding compression. 

4. Motor becoming overheated from lack of water, oil, or fan 
not working. 

5. If there is a stoppage in the gasoline pipes, the motor will 
spit back through the carburetor when throttle is open. 

6. Magneto not timed correctly. 

7. Carburetor not properly adjusted. 

When Motor Refuses to Stop 

1. Short circuit in switch. 

2. Ground wire disconnected from magneto or motor. 

3. Motor may be overheated, causing pre-ignition.

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When Motor Refuses to Start 

1. Switch disconnected. 

2. Loose or broken wire. 

3. Out of oil or gasoline. 

4. Magneto points not making proper contact. 

When Motor Knocks 

1. Carbon in cylinders. 

2. Too rich or too lean a mixture. 

3. Loose motor bearings. 

4. The valve push rods may have too much play, causing a 
light tapping. 

5. Spark advanced too high for speed of motor. 

Boiling or Steaming Water 

1. Low supply of water. 

2. Too rich or too lean a gasoline mixture. 

3. Carbonized cylinders. 

4. Lack of oil. 

5. Broken or loose fan belt. 

6 . Broken or inoperative pump. 

7. Magneto improperly timed. 

8 . Water hose in bad condition or clogged. 

Don’ts 

1. Don’t overload tractor. 

2. Don’t make any adjustments until you know the cause of 
the trouble. 

3. Don’t overspeed a motor. 

4. Don’t overwork a new motor. 

5. Don’t allow nuts, etc., to become loose. 

6 . Don’t disturb magneto or carburetor unless you are an ex¬ 
perienced man in that work. 

7. Don’t turn steering gear when tractor is standing still. 

8 . Don’t start motor until gear shift lever is in neutral posi¬ 
tion. 

9. Don’t engage clutches suddenly.
